In the will and Iectiun, it is a ſweet (ympathy, 
whereby wedo xolle malum, velle bonum,nill the evil, 
and will the good of another, The mercifull mans 
heart aketh tor his Brethren, and he reſents their 

ufferings, as if they were his own, 

Nor doth mercy only retire it (elf into the chams- 
bers of the ſoul, but looketh out at the 'windowes, 
and goeth out of doors for the ſuccour of the af- 
flicted. It opens the eye to ſee and ſearch out the miſe- 
rable, which,beholding them; maketh report to the 
heart, and that being affected with 2 cauſeth 
the eye to drop down teares; it quicłneth the car to 
attend and liſten to the cries of the calamitous, like : 
the tender Nurſe, which heareth the leaft whimper- 
ing of the Child: It unlooſeth the tongue to ſpeak 
a word in ſeaſon, pleading with God and man for 
them: It puts under the Trowlder to bear a part of 
the burden, according ta that Apoſtolica{ counſel , 

Bear you one anothers burdens. It wnclaſpeth the Gal.s.z. 
hand to relieve, and knockethoff the ferters from 

the feet: ſo that they are ready to go, nay ranne 

in behalf of the miſerable. In one word, the 
mercifull mans head 1s full of thoughts, his heart of 
ſorrowes, his eyes of teares, mouth of Prayers, and 

hands of gifts. 

Thus every truly godly man is not only jaſt, 
but good, righteous , but ant; : He puts on

74, "works of mercy, according to his power. By 
the one, he draws out his ſou! to the hungry; by the 
other, he reacheth forth his hand to the needy. 
Righteous men know that ales is the poor mans 
due, and mercy is a debt they owe to the miſerable: 
no wonder if they are careful! to pay it. 

And look how far the miſery of the diſtreſſed 
reacheth , ſo far the mercy of the righteous 
exrenderh, both to the ſouls and bodies of o- 
thers. Namely, they are men of mercy, eſpeci- 
Ally te the ſovls of others; inſtructing the igno- 
rant, confirming the weak, counſelling the doubt full, 
warning the anraly, per ſwading the obſtinate, and 
comforting the grieved. Nor are they unmindfull 
of the bodies of others, cloathing the naked, feed- 


ing the hungry, refreſhing the thirſty , viſiting the

Nor is, their mercy only confined to friends , but 
enlarged to foes : They are men of good will, even to 
thoſe that bear them ill will: They do good, where
